Ajmer, the 9th June 1948 

No. A|27-06. — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 2 of the United Provinces 
Home Guards Act, 1947 (U.P, Act I of 1947), 
as extended to the Province of Ajmer-Merwara 
vide Government of India, Ministry of Home 
Affairs Notification No. 1213148-Police, dated 
the 31st Miarch 1948, the Chief Commissioner 
is pleased to make the following rules govern- 
ing the functioning of the Ajmer-Merwara 
Home Guards, namely : — 

1. Shoid title. — These rules may be called 
the Ajmer-Merwara nome Guards Rules, 1948. 

2, Recruitment and appointment. — (i) No 
person shall be appointed as a member of the 
Home Guards uni ass he fulfils the following 
conditions : 

(a) is between 20 and 40 years of age, 

(b) has passed or at least read up to the 

fourth standard, 
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(c) is declared physically fit by the Medi- 
cal Officer, 

(cl) takeb ilie pledge and executes the 
bond of agreement as required by 
section 7 of the Act. 

(ii) Appointment of a member of the Home 
Guards shall be for a term of 3 years, provid- 
ed that the Assistant Commandant may for 
special reasons accept the resignation of a mem- 
ber of the Home Guards before the expiry of 
his term of appointment, 

3. In making appointments the Assistant 
Commandant shall be assisted by a Committee 
called the Home Guards Recruitment Com- 
mittee, eons'sting of 5 persons, the Deputy 
Commissioner, the Superintendent of District 
Police, the Assistant Commandant and two* 
local non-officials to be nominated by Govern- 
ment* 

4. Every person enrolled as a member of 
the Hume Guards shall receive a certified of 
appointment from the Assistant Commandant* 

5. Organisation, — The Home Guards shall 
consist of an Assistant Commandant as in 
charge of the Home Guards, Adjutant Quarter 
Master, Assistant Adjutant, N.C.Os. Company 
Commanders, Company 2nd in Command, 
Platoon Commanders, Section Commanders 
and Guards* A Section Commander, an 
Assistant Section Commander and not less than 
ten members shall form a Section. Three sec- 
tions shall form a Platoon which shall be in 
charge of a Platoon Commander. Three 
Platoons shall form a Company which shall be 
in charge of a Company Commander, The 
Assistant Commandant shall be in charge of 
the entire force consisting of 3 Companies. 

6. Powers of Assistant Commandant. — He 
will exercise the same powers as conferred on a 
Deputy Superintendent of Police, Ajmer- 
Merwara. 

7. DiscipUne.^tl) The Assistant Command- 
ant shall comply with all orders issued to him 
by the Inspector General of Police, Ajmer- 
Merwa'ra or any Police officer authorised in this 
behalf by the said officer. 

(2) A member of the Home Guards shall 
perform such duties and functions as may be 
assigned to him and shall obey every order of 
his superior officer. 

(3) For the purposes of administration and 
discipline, the members of the Home Guards 
shall subject to the provisions of sub-rule (4) 
be under the control of their own officers : 

Provided that if a contingent of Home 
Guards is acting jn conjunction with the ordi- 
nary police force, the Senior officer of such 
contingent present shall be under the immedi- 
ate control and subject to the directions of the 
senior officer of such police force present not 
below the rank of an Inspector, 

(4) Subject to the approval of Inspector 
General of Police, Ajmer JUterwara or any 
Police Officer authorised in this behalf by tlve 
said Officer, the Assistant Commandant may for 
good and sufficient reasons direct the removal 
of a member from the Home Guards. 

8. Uniform, accoutrements , etc.—( 1) A mem- 
ber of the Home Guards shall, while on duty, 
wear the uniform supplied to him or, if he ha^ 


not been supplied with a uniform, the armlet 
prescribed by the Assistant Commandant in 
this behalf. 

(2) A member of the Homo Guards shall, 
on ceasing to be a member forthwith deliver to 
the Assistant Commandant or to such person 
and at such place as ho may direct- — 

(a) his certificate of appointment, and 

(b) the uniform, armlet and any other 

article supplied to him while he was 
a member of the Home Guards. 

9. Framing . — The members of the Home 
Guards shall before they are called but to per- 
form any of the functions laid down in rule 
10 undergo a course of training at such time 
as may be fixed by the Assistant Commandant. 
The course .shall consist of physical training, 
squad drill lectures, first aid, simple infantry 
difill, Lathi and target practice, fire fighting 
and the essentials of police dutias. Members 
of the Home Guards may also be given training 
in the use of arms. 

10. Functions. — (1) The functions of mem- 
bers of the Home Guards shall ordinarily con- 
sist of — 

(a) guarding public buildings, 

(b) patrolling for the prevention of crime, 

1 ( c ) assisting the ordinary police force in 
its duties other than the investiga- 
tion work. 

(2) A member of the Home Guards shall be 
bound to serve ip any part of Ajmer-Merwara. 

11(. Compensation . — If a member of the 
Home Guards suffers any damage to his person 
or property while on duty, he shall be paid such 
compensation as may be determined by the 
Provincial Government.

will be furnished to any creditor or contri- 
butory of the said Company requiring the sum* 
on application to the said Court on payment of 
the charges for the same.
